acainit Edward le Bruce, Brother to Robert, King of Scots, 
who 24 April 1215 had landed gat Olderfleet, attended by 
the three baniſhed Brothers, Walter, Robert, and Aumary 
de Lacy, and an Army of 3000 Men, and had ſo far prevailed 
with the Iriſh, that they crowned him King of Ireland at 
Dundalk: But Sir John Bermingham, by his prudent Con- 
duct, gave him a total Overthrow; for, encamping about 
half a Mile from the Enemy, Roger de Maupas, a. Burgeſs 
of Dundalk, diſguiſed himſelf in a FooF's Drefs, and in 
that Character entring their Camp, kilVd Bruce by ſtriking 
out his Brains with a Plummet of Lead; of which Action 
Sir John having Intelligence, met the Scots in good order 
of Battle, and 28 May routed their whole Army with a very 
great Slaughter; after which he cut off Bruce's Head, and 
ſent it (or as Aarlburgh ſaies, took it himſelf} to King 
Edward, ho in Recompence of ſo ſignal a Service, created 
him Earl of Louth, entailing the Honour en his Iſſue Male, 
in his Parliament then held at Vork, by Patent, dated 12 
May (not 7 June, as ſome write) 1319, (12 Edw. II.) 
which was exemplified at Kilkenny x November 1375 (49 
Edw. III.) and is among the Patent Rolls of that Year in 
'Bermingham- Tower: And, for the better Support of the 
Honour, the King conferred on him, not only the Creation 
Money of 20 l. a Year, ifluing out of the County of Louth, 
to hold by the fourth Part of a Knight's Fee, but the Ma- 
nor of Atherdee in the ſaid County, which formerly belonged 
to Ralph Pippard, by whom it was given and ſurrendred

a ſtout Eſquire, and endeavoured to perfwade Huſſey 
to return with him into his Country, promiſing him 
Lands and large Poſſeſſions. Huſſey anſwered, I will not 
go with thee, but thou ſhalt come with me to 'my Lord 
Richard Bermingham. O Kelly replied, thou only haſt 
thy Page with thee, but I this warlike Eſquire ; therefore 
come with me, and ye ſhall be ſafe. The Page embraced 
the Propoſal, ſaying, Maſter, let us go with O Kelly, and 
we ſhall be both ſafe and rich, for they are ſtronger than we. 
Huſſey was ſo incenſed at this, that firſt he ſlew his Page, 
then O Kelly and his Eſquire, and cutting off their Heads, 
carried them to his Lord, who inſtantly knighted him, 
and rewarded him, as he deſerved, with many Lands. (b) 
le died in the Year 1322, and was huried at Athenry, 
having Iſſue 3 Sons, William Fitz-Richard, his Succeſſor; Sir 
John Bermingham, ſlain with his Uncle John, Earl of Louth ;

7 
belonging to the Lord Arnold Poer in Munfter, , and the 
Town of Kenlys in Offory.----In 1330 he was preſent 
at a Parliament in Kilkenny, with the Earls of Ulſter and . 
Ormond, and the Lord Walter Burke of Conaught ; in 
which Year, he and the Lord Maurice Fitz- Thomas made 
Peace with the L. J., and ſwore by the holy Evangeliſts and 
Reliques, to be faithful to their Lord the King: After which, fp 
he and the two before mentioned Earls aſſembled a conſi- 
derable Force, to drive Brien O Brien out of Urkytt, near 
Caſhel, where he was ravaging the Country; and on the. 
Vigil of St. Margaret the Virgin that Year he knighted his 
Captains, John de St. Albans and John Monſell.---In 1331 
he marched with a great Army againſt David O Toole and 
other Iriſh Rebels, who had taken the Caſtle of Arclow, 
whom he defeated with much Loſs; and would have com- 
pleated his Conqueſt, had they not deceived him by falſe” 
Promiſes. '. But Sir Anthony Lucy, L. J. ſuſpecting that 

the Engliſh Lords, who abſented themſelves from Parlia- 
ment, were underhand Abettors of the Iriſh in their Rebel- 
lion, (c) reſolved: to ſecure as many of them as he could 
apprehend; among whom was William, Lord Berming- 
ham, notwithſtanding the L. J. had ſome time before 
granted him the King's Letters of Pardon. He was appre- 
hended at Clonmel by Stratagem, in the Month of February, 
with his Son Walter, whilſt he was ſick in Bed, and 19 
April was ſent to the Caſtle of Dublin; and, though he had 
frequently done good Service to his King and Country, and 
was ſuch a Knight for Valour (ſay the Annals) that his 
Match was not eaſily to be any where found, being one of 
a thouſand in warlike Exploits, he was executed 11 July 
1332, and buried among the Friers-Preachers in Dublin; 
wnich Fate his ſaid Son Walter had not eſcaped, but that

He had Iſſue two Sons, the ſaid Walter, and Richard 
his. Heir apparent, who died before him, or ſoon after, leav- 
ing a Son Thomas in his Minority, as appears by a Record 
in 1334, finding, that the Town of Athenree was lately in the 
Cuſtody of William, Earl of Ulſter, by reaſon of the Minori- 
ty of Thomas, Son of Richard de Rermingham ; which 
Richard held that Town of the Earl of Ulſter, by the Service 
of ten Marcs yearly Rent, payable ta him at his Manor 
of Loughreagh, by equal Portions at Eaſter and Michael- 
mas, and by Suit of his Court at the ſame Place, _ 
Sir Walter Bermingham, the younger Son, on the Vigil 
of the Virgin Mary 1330 was knighted by the Earl of Deſ. 
mond near Moygallin ; and in February 1333 was releaſed 
by the L. J. Darcy from his Continement in the Caſtle; 
was reſtored to his Lands in 1337 (11 Edw. III.) in Conſi- 
deration of his Services in Scotland and Ireland, and in 1339 
was preſent in the Parliament holden at Dublin. In 1344 
he had a Summons, dated at Weſtminſter 10 July, to at : 
tend the King at Portſmouth with 20 Men at Arms and 50. 
Hobellars, at his own Expence, to War againſt Philip, the 
French King, who had violated the Truce: He obeyed the 
Summans, and was ſo eſteemed by the King, (d) that he 
appainted him L. J. of Ireland by Patent, dated at Weſt- 
minſter 10 May 1347 (20 Edw. III.) with the Fee of 5001. 
during Pleaſure, which is inrolled amongſt the Records 
of Bermingham- Tower, and correds the Miſtake of his 
Appointment by Sir Richard Cox, (p. 122) and others, who 
place it in 1346.----He returned to Ireland in June, and 
the 20th (not the 19th) his Commiſſion being read in 
Dublin, he took the Oath of Office; and by a Writ, dated 
at Weſtminſter two Days after, he was empower'd to re- 
move Sheriffs, Conſtables, Bailiffs, and other Minifters, 
that ſhould be found infufficient. His Majeſty alſo by Pa-

And in November, by the Aſſiſtance of the Earl of Kildare, 
he ſent competent Forces againſt O More, and his Accom- 


plices, then the chief Diſturbers of the Kingdom, whom he 
ſo vigorouſly proſecuted with Fire, Sword, and continued 


Executions, that, although their Number amounted to ſome 


Thouſands, and their Defence was reſolute, he reduced them 


at length to ſubmit to the King's Mercy, and obliged them 
to give Hoſtages for Preſervation of the Publick Peace. 


On 20 July 1349 he entred into Articles with the Iriſh of 


Meath to preſerve the Peace, who falling from their En- 


gagements, Cornelius, Donatus, and Brian Mae-Coghlan,

tations. To redreſs theſe Enormities, the young Prince 
aſſembled his Council, who at length acknowledged them- 
ſelves to be the Cauſe thereof, by their diſorderly Life; 
which being made known to the King, he commanded his 
Son into England, and ſent over the former old and expe- 
rienced Soldiers, among whom the chief was Sir John 
Courcy, who had the . of the whole Country com- 
mitted to him, with Directions to regulate and reform it; 
which he inſtantly undertook by a Progreſs into Munſter 
and Conaught, and was ſo Vigilant, that he daily kept the 
Enemy in Action; and by his Reputation and Conduct,

Sir Everard Digby, the eldeſt Son, born in 1581, was 
knighted by King James I.; was one of the moſt beautiful 
Men of his Time, and by the Accompliſhments of his 
Mind, reputed one of the fineſt Gentlemen in England ; 
but being drawn (as Cambden ſaies) into the Powder-Plot, 
was much pitied, for that it was his ill Fate to ſuffer for it, 
by being convicted the 27th, and executed the 3oth of Ja- 
nuary 1605, at the Weſt-End of St. Paul's Church, aged 
24 Years (i).----He married Mary, Daughter and Heir to 
William Mulſho of Gothurſt in the County of Bucks, Eſqz, 
with whom he had a great Fortune, and left two Sons, Sir 
 Kenelm, and Sir John Digby, Knights, the latter of whom 
very readily ſerved King Charles I., in whoſe Army he was 
a Colonel, and a Major-General in the weſtern Parts of 
England, and was killed in his Majeſty's Service. | 

Sir Kenelm Digby, the elder Son, was ſeated at Go- 
thurſt, his Mother's Inheritance, where he was born 11 
June 1603, and about the Year 1618 (ſaies Ant. a' Wood) 
was ſent to Glouceſter-Hall in Oxford, after he had been 
trained up in the Proteſtant Religion under the Direction of 
Archbiſhop Laud, then Dean of Glouceſter (which in 1636 
he left for that of Rome) and committed to the Care of 
Mr. Thomas Allen, one of the moſt learned Men of thoſe 
Times, who, diſcerning the natural Strength of his Faculties, 
directed him in the right Method of applying his wonderful 
Capacity, which he frequently compared to that of the ce- 


(.) This accompliſhed Lady .(faies Doctor Plot, in his natural Hiſtory of Staf- 
fordſhire) by her moſt exquiſite Sagacity and perſpicacious Infight into the moſt 
hidden Receſſes of Nature, firſt diſcovered the reſtorative Virtues of the Well 
in Willoughbridge-Park (where no leſs than threeſcore Springs lie within the 
Space of ten Yards ſquare) and at her charitable Expence incloſed ſeveral of 
the Springs with ſquared Stone, to preſerve them pure and fit, both for bathing 
and drinking ; and divers Apartments were built for lodging the poorer Sort of 
diſeaſed impotent People; ſo that *tis hard to determine, whether the World 
ſtands more indebted to her Ladyſhip's Philoſophical or Theological Virtues ;

and the Reaſon why he kept it ſecret was, becauſe they, who were belt able 
to judge of the Lawfulneſs of it, had been acquainted with it, and given way 
unto it; and therefore afterwards he calls it the beſt Cauſe,

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lebrated Wit of Italy, Picus de Mirandula, by ſaying, that 
he was the Mirandula of his Age. He continued there a 
Gentleman-Commoner above two Years, and then travel- 
ling for a Time in France, Spain, and Italy, received the 
Honour of Knighthood at his Return, 28 October 1623 


from the King at Hinchingbroke. 

In the Beginning of King Charles's Reign he was made a 
Gentieman of the Bedchamber ; was a Commiſſioner of the 
Navy; and ſome Diſputes having happened with the Vene- 
tians in the Mediterranean, by which the Engliſh Trade 
ſuffered, as well as by the Depredations of the Algerines, he 


was appointed in 1628 Commander of a ſmall Squadron, 
deſtined to the Levant (at which Time he was ſtiled, a /e- 


cretori Conclavi ad Carolum I. et in Rebus Maritimis Admi- 


niſtrator præcipuus) and acquired great Honour by his gal- 


lant Behaviour at Algier, in taking ſeveral armed Veſſels, 
redeeming many Englith Slaves, and (16 June) by bearing 
up ſo bravely in the reſolute Attack of the Venetian Fleet, 


with a very inferior Force, in the Bay of Scanderoon, 
whereby he brought the Venetians alſo to Reaſon. | 


When the Civil Wars broke out, he ſhewed himſelf active 
for the King, and in 1639, with the Abbot.Walter Mon- 
tagu, - was employed by the Queen, to prevail with the Ro- 


man Catholicks for a liberal Contribution , to raiſe Forces a- 


gainſt the Scots; for which, and other Services, he was im- 
priſoned by the Parliament in Wincheſter-Houſe, London, 
until releaſed 3 Auguſt 1643, upon certain Conditions, at 
the Interceſſion of the Queen-Dowager of France, who wrote 
a Letter with her own Hand, in his Favour, whereupon he 
retired to that Kingdom; but returning afterwards to Eng- 
land, in order to compound for his Eſtate, he was (notwith- 
ſtanding his Compoſition) voted by the Parliament to depart 
the Commonwealth, and not return without leave, under 
Pain of Death and Confiſcation of his Eftate; and during 
his Exile, being Chancellor to Henrietta- Maria, the Queen 
Mother of England, ſhe ſent him her Envoy from France 
to Pope Innocent 1oth; after which he is ſaid to temporize 
with Cromwell, and promote his Intereſts. | 
This Magazine of all Arts, or (as Edward Leigh, in 
his Treatiſe of Religion and Learning, Page 180, called him) 
the Ornament of England, wrote ſeveral learned Books; was 
a great Benefactor to the Hodleian Library, by preſenting to 
it, in 1633, a large Collection of MSS; recovered the Repu- 
tation of his Family, and rendred it famous through the 
Chriſtian World.---He returned to England in 1661; was

and confirmed by Adrian IV. and Alexander III. This 


Order of St. Gilbert, or the Gilbertines, .ſo increaſed, that 
at the Diſſolution there were 21 Monaſteries of the Order 
in England, containing near 1200 Perſons. He died in the
